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THE  MISSIONARY  CHALLENGE 


kISSlONS  has  been  called  the  "moral  equivalent  of  war",  and  men  have  pointed  out  the 
need  of  something  heroic  in  our  Christian  faith,  that  will  speak  to  men  universally,  and 
demand  their  utter  and  sacrificial  devotion.  It  must  he  a  challenge  to  life  and  salvation — 
as  war  is  too  often  a  challenge  to  death  and  destruction.  We  have  scriptural  sanction  for 
regarding  the  missionary  Crusade  as  a  holy  war,  for  we  remember  the  Apostle  Pauls  valedictory 
words,  'I  have  fought  a  good  fight";  and  in  the  book  of  Revelation,  in  chapter  twelve,  we  have 
the  age-long  conflict  between  God  and  the  evil  one  set  forth  as  warfare. 

The  missionary  challenge  must  thus  speak  universally  to  all  men,  and  we  have  such  an 
imperative  in  the  command  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature.  From  the  time  of  Abraham 
and  Jonah,  the  purpose  of  God  has  been  apparent,  that  the  message  of  His  Salvation  is  to  all 
men.  Our  Saviour  had  the  same  heart  of  love  for  all  mankind,  and  we  must  conceive  of 
Christian  Missions  today  in  a  global  setting,  if  at  all.  This  ideal  has  always  been  before  the 
churches,  but  we  have  been  far  from  attaining  it.  At  present  there  are  reported  to  he  over 
27,000  foreign  missionaries  of  the  Protestant  churches,  in  over  100  non-Christian  lands  in  over 
4,000  mission  stations,  but  if  we  are  to  overtake  the  command  of  our  Saviour  in  this  generation 
this  number  should  be  multiplied  manyfold.  The  Bible  now  circulates  in  over  1,000  of  the 
3,000  languages  used  by  mankind,  but  we  must  press  on  till  every  human  creature  can  read 
the  Word  of  God  in  his  own  tongue.  As  war  pressed  its  violence  and  terror  into  every  corner 
of  the  world  so  to  every  land  must  we  bring  the  Gospel  of  peace  and  assurance. 

The  Missionary  Enterprise,  like  war.  challenges  us  to  an  unconditional  devotion  of  all  that 
we  have  and  are  to  the  great  cause.  Under  the  incandescent  pressure  of  the  war,  money  and 
material  are  not  only  given  generously  but  poured  out  lavishly.  Contrast  with  this  the  niggardly 
giving  of  many  so-called  Christians  to  the  mission  Enterprise.  Even  life  was  not  held  dear  in 
the  war,  hundreds  of  thousands  met  death  unflinchingly.  The  challenge  of  our  Master  is  to  a 
consecration  of  life  and  means  that  will  more  than  match  this,  that  will  he  a  committal  of 
all  we  are  and  have  to  Him  whom  we  love. 

In  every  war  there  are  great  leaders,  who  embody  in  themselves  the  challenge  of  the  hour. 
One  has  only  to  mention  Churchill's  great  message  when  the  enemy  seemed  on  the  point  of 
invading  England,  or  the  fine  Christian  pronouncements  of  Madam  Chiang  Kai  Shek  in  the 
early  days  of  the  war,  to  bring  to  mind  the  great  influence  of  those  who  lead  a  people  to 
confidence  in  themselves  and  their  cause,  and  so  to  victory.  In  this  regard,  the  mission  Enterprise 
is  matchless,  for  the  call  is  sounded  by  our  matchless  Lord,  the  Saviour  of  mankind.  It  was 
He  who  sent  the  Gadarene  demoniac  to  his  own  home  to  tell  what  wonderful  things  God  had 
done  for  him;  and  sent  Paul  far  hence  among  the  nations  to  witness  of  his  Christ  and  the 
Salvation  that  is  in  Hini.  This  must  always  be  the  supreme  missionary  challenge,  that  the 
Saviour  goes  before  us  and  calls  us  to  follow.  In  the  measure  that  we  hear  and  answer  this 
call,  shall  we  ourselves  be  blessed,  and  our  Saviour's  name  be  exalted  on  the  Earth.

OUTSTANDING   FEATURES   OF  TORONTO   BIBLE   COLLEGE 

1.  Bible  in  Central  and  Controlling  Place — The  Bible  holds  the  central  and  con- 
trolling place  in  its  scheme  of  education  and  ttaining. 

2.  Atmosphere  of  Prayer — Prayer  is  the  supreme  force  of  its  life  and  work,  and 
the  will  of  God   is  sought  in  all  activities. 

3.  Emphasis  on  Evangelism — The  students  are  given  excellent  training  in  Personal 
Evangelism  and,  throughout  their  College  Course,  have  many  opportunities  to 
participate  in   practical   work. 

4.  System  of  Student  Self-Government — The  great  spiritual  principles  of  essential 
Christianity  are  presented  to  the  students  with  the  purpose  that  these  be  worked 
out  in  their  lives  and  activities. 

A  student  Cabinet,  chosen  each  year  by  the  student  body,  leads  the  students  in 
their  activities  both  inside  and  outside  the  College. 

5.  Preparatory  Year — The  College  was  the  first  Bible  School  to  introduce  a 
Preparatory  year.  Students  who  because  of  age  or  other  uncontrollable  circum- 
stances have  been  unable  to  secure  the  necessary  educational  ecpipment  are 
required  to  take  the  Preparatory  Year  of  study,  before  beginning  the  regular 
course. 

6.  Excellent  Location — The  College  is  situated  in  a  fine  residential  section  of  the 
city,  close  to  a  good  shopping  and  business  centre.  Students  room  or  board  in 
homes  near  the  College  or  further  away,  thus  bearing  a  Christian  testimony  in 
many  places  in  the  city.  The  office  assists  as  much  as  possible  in  securing 
accommodation  and   part  time  employment  v.hen   needed. 

7.  Dining  Room  Service- -Oa  every  school  day,  at  noon,  and  two  evenings  a  week, 
wholesome  meals,  at  a  minimum  price,  are  served  to  the  students  in  the  spacious 
dining-room  of  the  C!ollege. 

S.  Medical  Attention  TliroiigliDut  the  past  years  adequate  medical  attention  has 
been  given  to  the  students  by  the  physician  member  of  the  stafi,  assisted  by 
nurses  of  the  student  body. 

9.  Gymnasium — Physical  training,  basketball,  volkvball,  swimming,  etc.,  assist 
in  keeping  the  students  physic.ilh'  lit.  The  gvmn.isium  is  reached  hv  a  ten- 
minute  walk   from  the  C Ollege. 

10.     Library      5,000  volumes  |irovide  a  sotmil  pr.ntica!  working  library  well  .ul.ipted 
to  the  needs  of  the  students.

A  TRIBUTE 

/c\HE  growth  and  development  of  this  College  is  closely  associated  with  the  life 
^^^and  work  of  John  McNicol,  who  has  occupied  the  key  position  of  Principal 
for  the  past  forty  years.  During  this  period,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
the  College  has  developed  its  unique-  character  and  has  become  widely  accepted  as 
a  training  centre  for  young  men  and  women  who  wish  to  prepare  for  Christian 
service  at  home  and  abroad.  Dr.  McNicol's  scholarship,  his  outstanding  gifts  as  a 
teacher,  and  his  self-effacing  and  exemplary  Christian  life  have  been  influential 
elements  in  the  life  and  progress  of  the  College. 

Born  and  brought  up  in  a  godly  home  in  Canada's  capital  city  of  Ottawa,  John 
McNicol  as  a  young  man  felt  a  definite  call  to  the  Ministry  and  to  this  he  responded 
with  earnest  conviction.  Graduating  from  the  University  of  Toronto  with  first  class 
honours  in  Classics,  and  from  Knox  College  where  he  headed  his  class,  he  had 
a  brief  experience  in  the  pastorate  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  Ottawa  Pres- 
bytery. It  was  inevitable,  however,  that  his  talents  as  scholar  and  teacher  should  be 
recognized.  He  was  invited  to  join  the  staff  of  the  College  in  1902,  and  four  years 
later  was  chosen  as  Principal. 

For  four  decades  under  Dr.  McNicol's  direction,  and  without  fanfare  or  pro- 
motional effort,  the  College  has  steadily  advanced  in  the  quality  of  its  work,  and 
m  the  number  of  students  attending  the  courses.  The  present  Bible  centered  curri- 
culum was  established  and  later  enlarged,  the  two  years'  course  was  changed  to  the 
present  three  years'  curriculum,  and  in  1932  a  preparatory  year  was  added  for  the 
benefit  of  students  whose  educational  qualifications  were  below  standard.  The  name 
of  the  Institution  was  changed  in  1916  from  the  Toronto  Bible  Training  School  to 
Toronto  Bible  College,  and  in  the  year  1929  the  present  main  building  was  opened, 
to  be  supplemented  nine  years  later  by  the  purchase  from  the  University  of  Toronto 
of  the  south  block. 

In  all  of  this  Dr.  McNicol  has  had  the  deep  satisfaction  of  directing,  .md  taking 
a  leading  part  in,  the  training  of  literally  thousands  of  young  men  and  women,  a 
great  many  of  whom  have  gone  from  the  College  to  serve  Christ  in  every  part  of 
Canada  and  on  practically  every  mission  held  throughout  the  world. 

Dr.  McNicol  has  been  active  not  only  as  teacher  and  administrative  head  of 
the  C;ollcgc,  but  also  as  a  preacher  and  author.  His  published  books  include,  "The 
Christian  Evangel  "  and  Thinking  Through  the  Bible'  m  four  volumes,  now  used 
as  a  text  book  in  a  number  of  colleges  and  Bible  institutes.  In  addition  he  has 
written  many  pamphlets  as  well  .is  numerous  articles  for  religious  and  theological 
journals. 

Dr.  McNicol's  associates,  his  students  throughout  the  world,  and  large  numbers 
of  other  friends  will  wish  to  join  in  honouring  him  as  a  Christian  scholar  and 
gentleman  whose  entire  life  has  been  wholly  consecrated  to  the  service  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  and  in  congratulating  him  on  completing  forty  years  as  Principal  of 
Toronto  Bible  fiollege.

Regarding  the  Need 

iri  [:  h.ivt  just  cmei"j;td  from  a  long  wiiild-wai  wliich  has  shattered  the  old  world-order. 
11^  .uid  now  men  are  devising  plans  for  a  new  world-order.  The  value  of  these  plans  is 
limited  by  the  very  nature  of  the  human  race,  which  is  pervaded  through  and  through 
with  a  bias  of  self-interest  and  self-will.  In  the  last  analysis  this  bias  was  the  cause  of  the  war, 
and  the  war  has  not  cured  it  or  changed  it.  In  the  end  it  will  frustrate  every  attempt  of  men 
to  establish  a  permanent  basis  for  a  new  world-order.    The  Bible  calls  it  sin. 

There  is  only  one  thing  that  can  deal  with  it.  and  that  is  the  Gospel.  That  is  the  fun- 
damental reason  for  the  missionary  task  which  Christ  left  for  His  Church  to  accomplish.  This 
is  implied  in  His  statement  in  the  Olivet  prophecy:  "This  gospel  of  the  kingdom  shall  be 
preached  in  all  the  world  for  a  witness  unto  all  nations:  and  then  shall  the  end  come".  (Matt. 
24:14).  It  means  that  a  spiritual  basis  must  first  be  laid  for  the  coming  Kingdom  of  God,  the 
only  world-order  that  will  last.  Had  this  missionary  task  been  accomplished  the  war  would 
not  have  occurred,  and  the  true  and  abiding  world-order   might   have  been   ushered   in   already. 

All  this  means  that  those  who  mvest  their  lives  in  the  missionary  enterprise  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  are  making  the  most  direct  and  most  valuable  contribution  to  a  new  world-order. 
Their  names  may  not  appear  in  the  records  of  the  state,  but  they  are  kno\^■n  to  the  Angelic 
hosts  on  high.  These  'principalities  and  powers  in  heavenly  places"  are  deeply  interested  in 
God's  redeeming  work  among  men  (Eph.  .^:10).  From  their  exalted  seats  they  watch  the 
progress  of  the  Gospel  on  earth.  Their  interests  are  not  in  the  plans  of  men  but  in  the 
wondrous  plan  devised  by  "the  manifold  wisdom  of  God"  for  establishing  His  Kingdom  of 
righteousness  and  peace.

Is  it  not  so  in  our  c.ill  to  His  service  loil.iy  ^  What  constitutes  a  missionary  call'  Is  it 
not  a  knowledj^e  in  our  own  life  of  iIr  power  of  the  Gospel,  a  knowled.i;e  too  of  the  nceil 
of  men  and  women  without  God  and  wiilioul  hope  ni  the  world,  .i  kn.wled.ue  as  well  that 
we  are  "not  our  own"'  In  the  Ii,l;Iii  oI  ihis  know  led.i;e  His  .Spirit  leads  us  to  rtive  back  to 
Christ  tlic  life  \\'e  owe,  that  He  may  use  us  to  win  others  to  Himself.  But  that  initial  obedience 
to  His  call,  that  initial  surrender  of  our  life  to  Him  is  only  the  beginnini;  of  .1  lite  of  constant 
obedience,  of  constant  surrender.

Requisites  for  Service 


^^^::^HI;RE  .ippeared  borne  years  ago  in  The  British  Weekly  an  article  by  Principal  John 
§  J  Oman,  D.D.  of  Cambridge,  which  commenced  with  the  following  paragraph,  "The  request 
^^^  of  a  very  old  friend  when  he  addresses  you  from  the  eminence  of  the  editorial  chair  of  an 
Important  organ  of  public  opinion  is  apt  to  give  you  the  feeling  that  you  ought  to  try,  even 
if  you  are  not  conscious  of  any  wise  conclusion  of  which  you  need  to  unburden  your  soul. 
Moreover,  when  he  confers  on  you  plenary  powers  and  says,  'Now,  supposing  you  had  full 
power  to  train  men  for  Christian  service,  how  would  you  do  it?'  the  temptaticm  to  assume  for 
the  moment  the  position  of  authority  is  almost  irresistible."  I  have  found  no  more  fitting  words 
with  which  to  introduce  the  topic  I   have  been   asked   to   discuss. 

I  believe  great  importance  ought  to  be  laid  upon  the  cultivation  and  training  of  the 
devotional  life  of  the  Christian  worker.  A  recent  report  of  the  Scottish  church  on  the  state 
of  the  ministry  asks  this  question,  "Are  we  providing  our  future  ministers  with  the  instruction 
in  the  devotic:nal  life  which  may  enable  them  to  meet  the  special  temptations  of  their  calling 
and  to  fulfil  their  vocation  faithfully  and  well?"  Because  the  worker  conditions  his  work,  more 
Christian  manhood  and  womanhood  in  Christian  workers  is  essential  if  they  are  to  stand  the 
strain  of  present  day  Christian  service.  There  must  be  an  emphasis  on  private  prayer,  meditation 
upon  God's  Word  for  the  development  of  one's  own  spiriutal  life,  and  ccmstant  fellowship 
with  the  living  Lord. 

Then,  too,  the  Christian  worker  must  take  the  Scriptural  outlook  upon  the  world.  The 
events  of  the  present  day  have  made  it  clear  that  the  work  of  the  missionary  and  the  minister 
must  be  set  against  the  background  of  the  church  throughout  the  world.  Theological  Colleges, 
linked  with  universities  and  therefore  decidedly  academic,  are  at  a  distinct  disadvantage  in  this 
respect  because  the  regular  theological  curriculum  is  generally  not  set  against  the  background 
of  the  world's  need  of  Christ  and  the  Gospel. 

We  have  only  so  far  called  attention  to  aspects  of  training  which  arc  fundamental  because 
they  deal  with  the  development  of  the  spirit,  character,  attitudes  and  outlook  of  the  Christian 
worker.  In  addition,  however,  the  worker  must  be  trained  for  his  particular  task  as  preacher, 
pastor,  missionary  or  organizer.  This  training  should  be  as  thorough  and  comprehensive  as 
possible  for  the  best  c<|uipped  instrument  is  none  too  good  for  the  service  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.

Rejoicing  in  Labour 

^^^!^HROUGHOUT  die  ages  the  "joy  of  the  Loid  '  has  been  the  strength  of  all  whii  liave 
€  Jserved  Him  faithfully.  This  has  been  manifested  in  circumstances  as  diverse  as  life  and 
^^^ death:  joy  at  deliverance  from  death;  rejoicing  and  being  counted  worthy  to  die  a 
martyr's  death.  In  our  own  day,  the  boy  martyrs  of  Uganda  sang  praises  to  God  until  the 
flames  stilled   their  voices. 

But  what  of  normal  Christian  life  and  service.''  There  is  joy  in  heaven  over  one  sinner 
that  repents,  and  what  can  compare  on  earth  with  the  joy  of  leading  that  sinner  to  repentance.'' 
But  having  the  promise  that  faithful  seed-sowing  will  result  in  an  abundant  harvest,  we  can 
rejoice  and  praise  God  for  the  privilege  of  giving  and  LIVING  the  message  even  when  results 
are  not  visible. 

I  should  like  to  tell   two  stones   to  illustrate  the  subject,  "Rejoicing  in   Labour". 

In  1928  I  called  on  a  graduate  of  'I'.B.C,  Rev.  Ivor  Pritchard  of  Caroline  Street  Mission, 
Hamilton.  The  building  at  that  time  might  be  called  a  shack,  yet  it  was  pervaded  by  an 
atmosphere  of  radiant  joyousness.  He  remarked,  "Our  Sunday  School  gave  $1,200.00  more  to 
missions  last  year."  I  said,  '"You  mean  your  Mission."'  He  replied,  "I  said  our  Sunday  School." 
In  amazement  I  asked  the  secret.  He  answered,  "Souls  are  being  saved,  we  all  give  our  tenth, 
anti  everyone  is  happy."  He  then  preseiitetl  nie  with  a  very  ,generous  tlonation  tow,ii\i  the 
new  College  Building  Fund. 

In  October,  1909,  the  late  Archbishop  Stringer,  then  Bishop  of  the  "^"ukon,  and  a  fellow- 
nnissionary,  Mr.  C.  F.  Johnson,  were  lost  in  the  Rockies  for  twenty-seven  days  with  only  three 
days'  provisions.  They  finally  cooked  and  ate  their  extra  seal-skin  moccasins.  Each  lost  fifty 
pounds  in  weight.  As  they  staggered  on,  hii.illy  re.uhing  .in  liuli.in  vill.ige.  Bishop  Stringer 
remarked,  "1  am  marching  to 

'Go,   labour  on;   spend   and   he   spent — 
Thy  joy   to   do   the   Father's   will." 
Mr.  Johnson   replied,  "I  am  marching  to 

'To   the   work!   to   the  work!   We  are  servants   of  tiod. 
Let  us  follow  the  path  that  our  Master  has  trod.  "

XT  is  not  to  be  expected  that  a  new 
student,  entering;  Collet;e.  would  know 
the  means  by  which  it  is  possible  for 
him  to  secure  a  three  or  four  years'  course  of 
training;,  at  so  small  a  cost,  merely  by  paying; 
a  yearly   registratiim   fee  of   fifteen   dollars. 

This  happy  provision  has  been  made  pos- 
sible by  the  Board  of  Governors  who  have 
been  willing,  through  the  years,  to  assume  the 
financial  responsibility  cf  the  maintainence  of 
the  College.  These  Christian  gentlemen,  who 
represent  all  the  larger  communions  in  the 
Dominion,  have  by  their  personal  influence 
and  efforts,  and  by  the  distribution  of  litera- 
ture concerning  the  College,  created  a  large 
and  widely  spread  constituency  of  interested 
friends.  These  interested  Christian  laymen 
and  women,  by  their  prayerful  and  practical 
support,  have  assisted  the  Board  of  Governors 
to  meet,  year  by  year,  the  growing  financial 
responsibilities  connected  with  the  maintain- 
ence of  buildings,  equipment,  heating,  light- 
ing, and  salaries  of  the  staff,  etc.,  etc. 


Moreover,  and  this  is  not  generally  known, 
these  members  of  the  Board,  themselves,  are 
most  generous  in  their  support  of  the  College, 
giving  much  of  their  time,  thought  and 
money  to  enable  its  Budget  to  be  balanced 
year  by  year.  No  Christian  institution  pos- 
sesses a  Directorate  of  more  capable  and  loyal 
members  than  does  the  Toronto  Bible  College. 

The  contributions  that  come  from  these  two 
sources  form  the  backbone  of  the  support 
which   the   College   receives. 

But  there  are  also  other  sources  of  supply 
one  of  which  is  the  Alumni  Association.  This 
body  of  past  students  and  graduates  is  taking 
an  increasing  interest  and  share  in  the  support 
of  its  Alma  Mater.  As  year  by  year  more 
students  and  graduates  pass  out  from  the  Col- 
lege halls,  it  is  expected  that  these  contribu- 
tions  will    materially   increase. 

Further,  there  are  friends  who  are  kind 
enough  to  remember  the  College  in  their  wills. 
Bequests  have,  from  time  to  time,  greatly 
assisted  the  Board  in  meeting  its  financial 
obligations. 

A  Lectureship,  providing  the  salary  of  one 
member  of  the  Faculty,  has  been  made  pos- 
sible by  the  Trustees  of  Knox  Presbyterian 
Church,  Toronto.  It  is  in  memory  of  the  late 
Reverend  Doctor  Henry  Parsons,  beloved 
minister  of  the  church  for  many  years.  He 
was  closely  assi  ciated  with  t'^e  la:e  Reverend 
Doctor  Elmore  Harris,  who  founded  the  Col- 
lege over  fifty  years  ago. 

While  the  other  two  offices  of  the  Ci>llege 
are  specially  connected  with  the  work  of  the 
faculty  in  carrying  on  the  teaching  and  train- 
ing of  the  students,  the  oifice  of  the  Secretary 
is  specially  connected  with  the  work  of  the 
Board  in  collecting  and  administering  the 
income  of  the  College.

To  the  Evanj;t-listic  Cixnmitice  falls  the 
responsibility  and  ilie  privile,i;e  of  organizing 
and  co-ordinacing  iht  tvangclisiic"  work  of 
the-  school.  The  thirty  members  of  the  com- 
mittee are  grouped  into  various  sub-commit- 
tees to  specialize  in  the  diflferent  branches  of 
the  work;  i.e.,  Jewish,  Hospital,  Yonge  Street 
Mission,  Women's  Work,  Young  People's 
Work,  Sunday  School,  Choir,  Railway  Mission, 
Scott  Mission  and  Open  Air  Work.

The  weekly  appointments  arranged  by  the 
l;vangcliMic  committee  include: — The  Friday 
night  meetings  of  the  Yonge  Street  Mission, 
conducted   as   in   past   years   by   Bible   College 


students;  Sunday  morning  visitation  at  the 
Cieneral  Hospital.  Sunday  afternoon  classes 
conducted  in  Sunday  Schools  ol  various  deno- 
niinaDons  throughout  the  city;  Tuesday  noon 
meetings  held  in  the  railway  workers'  lunch- 
rooin  far  downtown.  This  year  the  Evan- 
gelistic ComiT)ittee  has  launched  out  on  a  new 
activity,  inaugurating  ten  Bible  Clubs  through- 
out Toronto.

The  Purpose  of  the  College 

The  primary  design  of  the  three  years'  course  is  the  training  of  consecrated  young  men 
and  women  in  a  thorough  and  systematic  knowledge  of  the  English  Bible  and  its  practical 
use,  along  with  a  comprehensive  study  of  related  subjects,  for  the  service  of  Jesus   Christ. 

Requirements  for  Admission 

Students  must  be  of  approved  Christian  character  and  should  have  a  good  English  edu- 
cation, a  high  school  cour.se  or  its  equivalent.  Students  are  encouraged  ro  obtain  the  matri- 
culation standing  before  entering. 


Curriculum 

The   regular   course   of   the   College   comprises   seven    departments    of   study    each    covering 
three  years,  together  with  several   additional  subjects. 

1.  The   English   Bible — An   analytic   and   expository   study    of    the   whole    Bible,   book    by    book. 

2.  Biblical  Theology — A  study  of  the  main  theme  of  the  Bible,  the  divine  plan  of  ledcmption 
in  its  historical  development   throughout   the  Old  and   New   Testaments. 

.->.  Systematic  Theology — A  study  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Bible  in  their  orderly  relation  to 
one  another. 

4.  Introduction  and  Evidences — A  study  of  those  subjects  that  relate  to  ilic  ciiiifimiaiion  of 
the  Scriptures  and   to  the  defence  and  vindication  of  Christianity. 

5.  Historical  Christianity — Special  study  is  devoted  to  the  most  important  periods  and  move- 
ments in  (.hrisii.in  history;  the  Early  Ages,  the  Protestant  Reformatiim.  and  iIr-  Progress  of 
Missions. 

6.  Practical  (Christianity  This  department  deals  with  the  whole  lieUI  ol  (  hristian  service, 
including  Person.il  livangelism,  (!hild  Study  and  Pedagogy,  Homileius  and  Pastoral  Theo- 
logy, Missionary  Principles  and  Practice,  Public  Reading  and  Speaking,  and  Vocal  Music 
and  Song  Leading. 

7.  Devotional  and  Experimenlal  Christianity — Special  attention  is  devoted  through  the  wliole 
course  to  ilie  spiriiu.il  liie  nt  the  students,  and  to  the  presence  and  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
in   their  corporate  fellowship.

The  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  was  founded  in  London  in  1X04 
"to  encourage  a  wider  circulation  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  without  note  or 
comment".  It  seeks  to  provide  the  Word  of  God  for  every  man  in  his  mother 
tongue. 

At  the  time  of  the  Society's  foundation  Holy  Scripture  had  been  trans- 
lated into  only  72  languages.  The  Society  has  now  circulated  Scripture  in 
over  760  languages  and  distributes  on  an  average  ten  million  copies  each 
year.  In  time  of  war  it  provides  Scripture  for  all  on  active  service,  for 
prisoners  of  war  and  for  interned  aliens.  During  the  past  conflict  over 
700,000  copies  were  provided  for  these  purposes  throughout  the  Dominion 
of  Canada. 

The  Upper  Canada  Bible  Society  was  founded  in  1818  to  do  the  work 
of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  It 
employs  five  colporteurs  within  its  territory  and  circulated  last  year  over 
95,000  copies  of  Scriptures  in  52  languages. 

Beside  providing  for  its  own  undertakings,  it  shares  in  the  world-wide 
woi'k  by  contributions  to  the  Parent  Society,  and  by  the  individual  support 
by  friends  of  the  Society  of  some  25  colporteurs  in  foreign  missionary  fields.
